Cheyenne is the capital of Wyoming 
Territory. It is situated on the bend 
of Crow Crook, which comes from the 
north west across the great Laramie 
plains, then turns east. At this bend 
is the great Union Pacific railroad 
bridge, and on the south side of thft 
bridge is the great Union Stock yards, 
where hundreds and thousands of 
cattle, horses, and sheep are loaded, 
unloaded and shipped to the great 
markets of the East On the north 
and east side of this creek is (ho city 
of Cheyemne extending about three 
miles eastward to Cake Minnehaha, a 
beautiful sheet of water. The city 
limits extend from the bills on the 
south to the shores of Cake Bftkh- 
peahilah on the north about live miles, 
tine mile up this creek from the bridge 

is Damp Oarlin, and two miles farther 
up is Fort Russell. All are in plain 
sight of each other over the great 
plains. 

The city is lighted with gas and the 

the electric light ; it has a g item 

of water yyorks and seyvers. The 
streets tire nicely paved with stonc 
milos in length. There arc many very 
line residences, business blocks, and 
churches here. There are three fust 
class hotels, and plenty of boarding 
houses and restaurants. There are 
three large public schools here, one 
lino court bouse and jail, one city hall 
and jail, one tine opera house, many 
corrals for stock, many saloons, some 
gambling houses, and some dug onts. 
The dug outs are holes made in the 
hill side where the poor people live a 
while until able to build a house or 
m;til they gc* somewhere else. We 
have one tine :ii : ;e city hospital, and 

park. The Government offloe, the 

United States land olliee. the United 
States Surveyor General's olliee and 
other offices, are located here. The 

territorial legislature meets in the 

Opera bouse in one side, over the 
territorial library. There are three 
papers published here, and we have 
two large skating rinks. The Union 
Pacific has large machine shops and 
round houses here. The Deliver 
Pacific and (he ('olorado Central 
railroads term nate here, and the 
Union Pacific passes through. The 
distance from here to Omaha, and 
from here to Ogden is the same, which 
is live hundred and sixteen and one 
third miles.

She has been deaf 
about twenty years, but never attend 
ed a mute school. She is very intel- 
ligent, and write and speak very well. 
Sometimes she can hear loud speaking 
in one ear, and at other times sit 
entirely deaf. She has tried so much 
medicine and treatment, until she is 
nearly despaired of ever being cured of 
her deafness. We are trying (o learn 
her to spell on the fingers, whiofa 
she needs, as her education is such that 
she docs not need to enter a deaf mute 
school. Her father is a large lumber 
dealer here. 

Mr. Le Roi N. Wheatley still lives 
at Da Quoin, 111. He married Miss 
Mahala .1. Davis, of Louisville. Ivy , 
and has two smart children. 

He says that Mr. George Robinson 
married Miss Grensor and lived a few 
miles from Du Quoin, and says he livi d 
only eight months with her win D 
caught a colic and died, lie says Mr. 
James F. Mitchell married Miss Bryant 
two years ago, and built, a nice home 
in Du Quoin and was doing very well. 
Last, February his wife died with child 
birth -they were tyyins — and all three 
died together and were buried in one 
grave.

I would advise all deaf- 
mutes not to come to Wyoming for 
farming purposes. If you can secure 
employment as a cow boy. or work at 
other trades, or in the mines, it might 
be well, bat it depends upon whether 

such employment can be secured . 
The mines consist of iron, lead 
quartz, silver, gold, etc Many pre 
icons stones of agate, etc., are found. 
There are two great iron mountains 
northwest of Cheyenne, that rival the 
famous iron mountain of Missouri. As 
soon as the United States government 
decides to build a navy on the Pa. 

t. Wyoming will furnish the iron 
forallpurp ides these there 

are several oil wells, soda springs and 
salt wells, which will furnish a 
industry when fully developed, and 
they will rival Pennsylvania in regard 
to oil and coal. There is also line 
building stone here, and clay to make 
the best of bricks. Abundan. 
timber grows here, such as the 
mahogany, pine, cedar, fir, hemlock, 
willow and fruit trees. Flower

Dkvk Sik: Having noticed a 
statement in your Journal of the 14th 
inst., relating to myself, and parading 
my name before the public in a man- 
ner calculated to throw odium on my- 
self aud friends. Now, as to the facts 
of the matter. Last winter, I was 
persuaded to join the Pas a-Pas Club, 
as a matter ol duty, and to bury the 
bad feelings which existed between 
tho club and the circle. Accordingly, 
on invitation, 1 attended one of tlie 
club's meetings. On being asked if I 
would become a member, I gave my 
consent, and at tho next meeting, I 
was rejected by a two-third vote. 
That so dissatisfied the friends who 
had voted for me that they demanded 
another ballot, I protesting that the 
lirst ballot was final, but another 
vote was taken which resulted 
in my election. Tho farco being over, 
I was so thoroughly disgust ed that I 
retired as soon as possible, feeling 
that my presence would not harmonize 
with a club whoso members were so 
socially inclined. It goes without say- 
ing that 1 did not attend any more, of 
ihe club's meetings, feeling that at 
least one half of tho members were 
opposed to mo, for personal reasons or 
otherwise. 1 accordingly sent, in my 
resignation, and pleaded guilty of the 
charge of nun payment of dues. This 
is the extent of my crime. Tho charge 
of misdemeanors is utterly falso, 

and without any foundation whatever, 
and being apparently written with a 
malicious intent, I consider it, and the 
instigator and writer beneath my 
notice and do not consider answering 
necessary.

He was the friend of mankind, and 
more especially of deaf mutes, of whom 
he has made, instead of useless, inac- 
tive and wretched beings (a burden to 
the public), ho has made of them intel- 
ligent, active, responsible and respect 
ed citizens. 

The committee earnestly appeals to 
deaf-mutes and their friends every- 
whoie for subscriptions lo aid in the 
creel ion of the memorial, as a testimo- 
nial of profound gratitude for their first 
teacher, friend and benefactor.
